Letter From Secretary Sherman.

NEW YORK, March 27.—The following let- 
ter from Secretary Sherman to Treasurer Gil- 
fillan is made public: 

Sin: —As it is desirable to make piyment 
of called bonds in a mode that will 
least disturb, you will draw from 
the depository banks the proceeds 
of the four per cent bonds only when required 
to make payment of the called bonds, and in 
proportion from the several depositories 
to the amounts held by them 
as near as may be in the sum of $1,000. The 
money in the Treasury received for the four 
per cent bonds should be applied to the pay- 
ment of called bonds before such drafts are 
made. 

When practicable, drafts upon depository 
banks for the transfer of deposits on account. 
of the proceeds of the four per cent bonds 
may be so drawn as «to be payable 
at the option of the bank through the New 
York Clearing-house.. Drafts on depository 
banks in cities other than New York should 
be drawn sufficient time in 
advance to meet payments there. Payment by 
called bonds should be treated as payment in 
money as of date when it would, under the 
order, be required.

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) .. REVOLUTION IN CHINA 


The Tartar Dynasty---Conquest by 
Tonquin. 


Treuble Ahead for the Brother of the Sun 
and Moon. 


[From the London Times.] . 

SHANGHAI, January 24, 1879.—The new year 
finds China beset by many difficulties. Not 
only is she involved in a serious dispute with 
Russia regarding the territory of Ili and in the 
consolidation with the most inadequate means 
of the reconquered dominion in Central Asia, 
but within the confines of the Empire proper 
the flames of rebellion have broken out afresh. 
This time the outbreaks—for the 
government is being set at defiance in 
two different  localities—have occurred 
within the jurisdiction of the Viceroy of Can- 
ton, and the resources and skill of that high 
ofticer will have to be tried to their utmost be- 
fore they can be suppressed. The two risings 
are perfectly distinct, aif though they seem 
to have broken out at the same time, they had 
nothing in common either in their inception or 
their subsequent progress beyond the distrac- 
tion their simultaneity must have produced in 
the mind of the Vicœoy and the diversion they 
will necéssitate in his troops. 

RISING OF THE HAKKAS. 

One rebellion seems to be a rising of Hakkas 
in the island of Haina The Hakkas are 
Chinese settlers in the s@@th of China, whose 
ancestors migrated many centuries ago from 
the populous provinces of Central and North- 
ern China, and bave never been absorbed by 
the local populations among whom they took 
up their abode. They do not speak the 
Cantonese dialect of Chinese, but a patois 
of mongrel origin; nor do they, except in rare 
instances, intermarry with the Chiuese of the 
soil. Some dozen years agoa large number 
of them, wearied of constant bickerings with 
their irreconcilable countrymen of the South, 
migrated to Hainan and settled on Govern- 
ment lands there. Their numbers have so in- 
creased that the land placed at their disposal is 
now e insufficient for their wants, and it is re- 
ported that the non-compliance of the local 
mandarins with their claims for more 
land, and the hostility of the Chinese, drove 
them into open revolt. They seem to have 
taken up arms to the number of several thou- 
sands in October last in the west part of the 
island, and set out on an expedition to capture 
the capital, Kiungchow, which is a treaty 
port, and at the port of which we maintain a 
consular establishment. Further than that, 
horrible atrocities were being committed along 
their line of march, and the Kiungchow au- 
thories were attempting to purchase peace; 
but little — information regarding 
the progress of this agrarian outbreak was ob- 
tained until the other day. 

CAPTURE OF HOINMOW. 

From Hong Kong we now hear that the 
masterly inactivity of the authorities has re- 
sulted in the rising having gained headway, 
and that a battle has been fought within forty 
miles of Hoihow, the port of Kiungchow, 
where the imperial troops gathered .together 
for the defense of the capital have been signal- 
ly defeated, the Taotai himself, four officers 
and five hundred soldiers being lost. The rout 
is described as complete, and every 
effort will have to be made by the Viceroy of 
Canton to save the island from being plunged 
into anarchy. Hainan is a rich, and, on the 
seaboard districts, a fairly prosperous island. 
Since its opening to foreign trade in 1875, it has 
developed a most promising trade with Hong 
Kong and other ports, which will be seriously 
interfered with so long as this civil war dasts. 
On this, and on the broader grounds of hu- 
manity, it is to be hoped that an amieable set- 
tlement will be come to with the Hakkas be- 
fore matters are pushed to extremes between 
the excited rebels and the eXasperated gov- 
ernment. 

ANTECEDENTS OF THE INSURGENT LEADER. 

The other rising is on a much larger scale, 
and if it be not met with considerably more 
energy than has hitherto been displayed by the 
Viceroy of Canton the whole of the southern 
provinees of China may be involved in a re- 
beliion. The leader of the movement is one 
Li Ying Tsai, a military officer on the staff of 
the province of Kwangsi, who has had a long 
career of active service in various parts of 
the Empire, and who rendered good service 
in putting down the Taiping rebellion. Be- 
fore he took up arms against the Government 
he addressed a letter to the Tartar General at 
Canton explaining the nature of and 
rensons for the steps he was about 
totake. Me states therein that he was on bad 
terms with the Governor of Kwangsi, who 
treated him like a common fellow and sent 
him to Canton to berid of him. He had no 
money to pay his traveling expenses, could 
not go to Canton, and, as he had been gener- 
ally badly used by his official superiors, he in- 
timated his intention of seeking the throne of 
the Kingdom of Anvam, to which he claimed 
to have an hereditary right. Annam, he as-

3,000 men under four mandarins after him. 
Seventy-five per cent of the expedition and 
three of its commanding officers at once went 
over to the rebels, and Li’s forces, thus aug-

frontier. Tonquin, I may explain, is a part 
of Annam, governed by a Viceroy of the An- 
namese King, whose kingdom, thdugh pro- 
tected’ and guaranteed by France, is a 
tributary of the Emperor of China. 
CONQUEST OF TONQUIN. 

The Viceroy of-Tenquin sent an urgent ap- 
peal to the Viceroy of Canton to save him from 
the Chinese rebel, but the Chinese authorities 
seem to have replied that they could do noth- 
ing without the Imperial sanction. The edict 
which appeared in reply to the Cantan Vice- 
roy’s memorial did not convey any very deti- 
nite instructions beyond a command that the 
rebellion should be put down at once, and 
that the Viceroy and the Governor.of Kwangsi 
would be beld responsible for allowing a tur- 
bulent rebel like Lt to get out of their power. 
So an expedition by sea by way of the port 
of Haiphong was determined on, and in the 
beginning of last month a fleet 
junks crowded with soldiery and escorted by 
three gunboats of foreign type sailed from 
Canton. As soon as intelligence of this expe- 
dition reached Li, who.had occupied ‘in the 
meantime ti southwest districts of Kwangsi 
and the two frontier divisions of Tonquin, he 
marched toward the province of Yunnan, no 
opposition being offered to him anywhere. 
The Chinese now say that there are a dozen 
foreigners with him, and that he has been 
supplied with arms by a foreign firm in Shan- 
chai. As soon as the government of Hong 
Kong was apprised of the outbreak a procla- 
mation was issued by Mr. Pope Hennessy for- 
bidding the export of arms and munitions of 
war from Hong Kong to the mainland. This 
step has given great satisfaction to the Chinese 
Government. 

Atthe present moment Li’s communica- 
tions with the coast would seem to be inter- 
rupted, and if his forces can be hemmed into 
the mountainous regions of Kwangsi and 


Kweichow his power of mischief will be but 


small. He seems to possess the knack of ca- 
joling and pleasing the people, and his expe- 
rience in the Taiping rebellion will have taught 
him how best to play the part of leader of a 
popular rising. 15 depends on the amount of 
energy . by the Viceroy of Canton and 
the available means at his dis men,

A. A. Vantine & Co., of New 
York, and his idea was to se- 
Ject the best specimens of ali 
classes and schools of Oriental art, and to 
combine the widest variety with the highest 
excellence. How well he succeeded can best 
be known by a visit to the collection. It con- 
tains some six hundred lots—the lots being 
equally divided through the three sales. There 
is hardly any départment or description of 
Oriental art, decoration or bric-a-brac that is

The Vast Herds That Roamed Over Her 
Plains Fifty Years Ago. 


Mustangers---Roque and Romano---Penning 
— Frontier Horsemanship. 


[From the San Antonio Herald. ] 

I well remember when I tirst came to Texas, 
in 1827, seeing thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of wild horses, called ‘*mustangs,’’ 
ranning in immense herds all over the Western 


. country, as far as the eye or telescope could

And I have had my 


sweep the horizon.

party, while traveling, by mustangs circling 
around us, and gradually closing in until, by 
arush, they cut off my led animals and darted 

way with them. Even wearied and slow- 

nited pack mules seemed as if ‘‘the speed of 

hought was in their limbs’’ on such occa- 
‘sions, in their struggle for liberty, and I have 
lost them, and my commissary stores on their 
backs, more than once, and have had time to 
reflect sadly over the uncertainty of this life 
and its good things until the rifles of my party 
got a chance on a deer, antelope, wild turkey, 
or wild hog. Time and again, in traveling, I 


have had to send out my best mounted men to | 
gallop off and act as videttes and flankers in | 


scaring away the immense masges of mustangs 
(charging around and threatening to run over 
us); by yelling and firing at them; when they 
would wheel and go thundering away. 
At that time many Mexicans, whose fami- 
lies resided at Corpus Christi, Goliad and San 


Antonio, and also at the towns along the lower 


Rio Grande, from Laredo down, on one side, 
the eastern side of the riv er, supported them- 
selves chiefly by running, that is catching 


wild cattle and by mustanging or hunting wild » 


horses. The supplies of wild ‘cattle and horses 
then keemed so abundant as to be inexhaust- 
ible.| The horned eattle were never found in 
droves. but the horses almost universally ran 
together in large herds. In the course of a few 
years, say 1857, very few herds of mustangs 
were to be met, and almost no wild cattle, so 
yersistently and extensively had they been 
iunted down and caught or killed. The grown 
cattle were hunted for their hides, whic h were 
then sold at a half dollar apiece by Mexicans— 
or the young cattle were caught to be gentled 
and sold at a dollar a head. Mexicans from 
the towns before named and*from the settle- 
ments formed themselves into regularly organ- 
ized companies, Witha captain at their head, 
who directed all their movements, as concert 
of plan and action insured success. Thecom- 
panies of horse hunters were called ‘*mus- 
tungers, and numbered as many as from one 
Each man had one or 
pore gentle running horses, generally kept in 
the best condition he could afford, as upon 
his horse's fleemess and staying qualities 
depended much of his success in running 
mustangs.

be well and bravely led. 


The greatest mustanger in the whole country 


was a Laredo Mexican, named Roque, who 


had been many years (un cautivo) a captive 
among the Comanche Indians. He was not 
only a dexterous horseman, roper and shot, 
using almost invariably a bow. and arrows, 
while his companions used firearms, but also 
an remarkably brave and able leade r, full of 
daring, tempered by judgment. Roque has, 
at my request to show me what execution he 
could do with his bow, shot through one side 
of « flour barrel and nearly through the other 
side. He could shoot with. wonderful preci- 
sion and rapidity, seemingly taking no aim, 
but nevertheless striking the mark with great 
accuracy, the © hi ind, as it were, 
acting in instantaneous volition 
with the eye. Roque’s brother, Romano, was 
also a famous capitan among fhe mustangers, 
but he was by no means the equal of Roque, 
though he came next to him as a leader of 
men. The acuteness and skill of these men 
in striking a trail, or **following a trail.“ 
us m: irvelous. It appeared to be almost 
animal instinet. Others, claiming skill as 
woodsmen ind hunters, could find ‘a searcely 
perceptible trail and follow all kinds of difti- 
cult ground and concealments resorted to by 
wily ‘Indians, during the daytime, bat Roque 
and Romano could strike a trail and follow it 
by deceptive moonlight or starlight. 

With such simple and slight field 
ments as I have mentioned, parties 
tangers were wont to go forth and 
the field for months, winter as well 
ner. Sometimes they erected little shelters 
forthemselves, generally limited to a few 
branches of trees, with probably a strip of 
blanket overhead and to the north—the side 
of ‘*the northers'' in winter. They had fresh 
meat in the greatest abundance on all sides, to 
be had merely for the killing, as the country 
was in those days litera.ly running over with 
wild cattle, and deer, and antelope s, and wild 
hogs, andturkeys and other game, such as 
hares, prairie fowl, quail, and endlessvarie- 
ties of ducks. geese, swans, etc., ete. 
The quantity of deer lying around 
loose all over the country, anybody’ Ss prop- 
erty that chose to kill them, may be inferred 
from one faet within my certain knowledge. 
It eccurred as late as 1857, ten years after 1 
jirst arrived in Texas. A Mexican of my ac- 
quaintance, avery goed man, made a contract 
With me to furnish me with af considerable 
number of deerskins at—l forget the exact 
price—in return for some supplie s and the ne- 
cessaries he stood in need of. In six months’ 
time he killed between six hundred and seven 
hundred deer with his own rifle, in a distance 
of Jess than twenty miles, on the road leading 
from Corpus Christi to Laredo, between the 

ylaces-known as the Palo Alto and the Laguna 
Trinidad. 

Sometimes the mustangers made strong 
**pens’’ or enclosures of mesquite or other 
durable timber, cut into posts and set on end, 
fastened upright into the ground solidly 
some two and a half feet, and rising some 
six to eight feet above the surface of the 
earth, each post standing as near as possible 
next another, and sometimes held most firmly 
in place by long poles lashed horizontally in à 
continuous line, and fastened to the upright 
posts by rawhide binding all about the pen, 
about two-thirds of the height of the posts 
above the ground.

Something About Professional 
Sureties for Criminals. 


| How One of Them Has Come to, Grief 
in His Mad Career. 


Names of a Number of Gentlemen Who 
are Said to Accept Money for 
Going on Bonds. 


The indictment of James C. Barron for per- 
jury, by the grand jury, and his imprisonment 
in the City Jail, calls attention to one of the 
many crooked things done inthe making out 
of bonds forthe appearance of criminals in 
court. 

Mr. James C. Barron got into trouble by 
going on the bond of Mr. David Bertram, a 
gentleman now absent from the city and who 
has an unsavory reputation as a 
shark.’’ Bertram was arrested for swindling 
and would have gone to jail but for the timely 
intervention of Barron who came up to the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court and swore he was 
worth over $4,500. The Criminal Court and 
the Court of -Criminal Correction, as well as 
the Police Courts, have been impos- 
ed upon very much in the 
past by straw -bonds. Forunately 
the practice has been pretty well 
broken up by the care exereised by the Judges 
and Clerks in making investigations into pos- 
sessions of suspicious people who offer 
themselves as sureties. In order to provide 
against impositions and have some recourse 
on a false-swearer, the following list of ques- 
tions is required to be aswered and sworn to 
by bondsmen in case of felonies: 

What is your name, and where do you re- 
side? 

Are you married or single? 

Do you own any real estate, 
located ? 

State the dimensions of the real estate you 
own, by metes and bounds, front, depth, or 
number of acres 

Is it improved or unimprov ed? 

Describe the kind of improvements. 

In whose name is the title to the above de- 
scribed property? 

At how much is it assessed? 

Is there any incumbrance, mortgage or deed 
of trust upon said property, and w hat is the 
amount thereof? 

Do you live on said property, 
you a homestead right therein ? 

Are any judgments against 
what? 

Are you now surety on any bonds; 
what bonds? 

What is the value of your personal estate? 

Where is it, and of what does it consist? 

What are you worth above all your liabili- 
ties?

Now, one of the above blanks was made out 
and sworn to by Mr. James C. Barron when 
he went on the bond of Dave Bertram. Mr. 

sertram did not come totime when he was 
wanted, and Barron was found to be worth- 
less. The matter was made a proper subject 
of inquiry on the part of the grand jury. They 
got the blank that had been filled 
out by Barron, and it appeared therein that he 
swore that % had two lots of 50 by 132 feet 
each, and that each was worth $1,800, mak- 
ing a total of $3,600. The grand jury sent 
down to the Assessor’s office and discovered 
that, when making his tax return, Barron had 
sworn that he had only one lot of 
ground of the dimensions of 25 feet by 
132 feet and that it was worth only $180. This 
was quite a discrepancy. Barron had either 
perjured himself to the Assessor or the clerk 
of the Court. Hence his indictment. 

There another feature about this bond 
business which the law does not reach. It 
may be properly called bond-brokerage. 
There is a certain class of men in the city who 
make a business of going on 
bonds, and who get a price for their services. 
A person gets into trouble and has to go to 
jail or give bond. If the offense is of such a 
character that the prisoner will probably 
stand trial, he is informed by some convenient 
person that he or she can get a bondsman by 
paying for it. The prices obtained range all 
the way from $2 to $100. There was a 
certain notorious character on Christy avenue 
a car or So ago who got into the clutches of 
the law and gave a certain individual 5 100 to 
go on his bond. If the case is a felony and in 
the Criminal Court, the priee generally de- 
manded ranges from $25 to 8 50. This bond- 
brokerage has been almost abolished lately 
owing to the fact that several of the profes- 
sional sureties have suffered from forfeitures. 
Among those who are said to have followed 
this bond-brokerage are Duf- 
fey, now in Leadville, Jo 
Kelley, who keeps a saloon at the corner of 
Seventh and Christy avenue; Barney White- 
camp, Who has a saloon at Sixth and Spruce 
streets; Julius Groschke, who hasa grocery 
store and saloon at Third and Almond streets, 
and James Wilson, an old gentleman, whocan 
be seen most any day about the Four Courts. 
There was a fellow here named Hamilton 
some time ago who carried on the business ex- 
tensively, but it was discovered that 
he was not worth a cent, and 
he had to skip the town. Rube Armstrong, 
a colored gentleman, is another who is said to 
have been a surety broker in days past.

SUPPOSED SUICIDE. 


The Missing Body of William 
Wenger Recovered. 


He ‘is Found Dead in a Clemens 
Street Pond. 


Theory as to His Death---Coroner’s Inquest 
Held on His Body. 


William Wenger, a well-known and wealthy 
German citizen, disappeared from his home 
on the corner of Lux and Lemp streets on the 
tenth day of the present month. Although 
thorough search was made for the man the 
slightest clue as to his whereabouts could not 
be obtained. His immediate friends and 
family thought that he must have committed 
suicide for the reason that he was in very low 
spirits caused by the death of his eldest 
daughter, Louisa, who died on the 9th day of 
January last. 
a great deal since this occurrence, 
as he was wealthy and temperate, 
no other cause could be assigned 
for his making away with himself than the 
above. As no clue to the recovery of the re- 
mains could be obtained, a reward of $100 was 
offered for information that would lead to the 
recovery of

dead or alive. Nearly three weeks 
had passed by, and as no elue 
could be found that would lead to the recovery 
his wife and four children gave up all hopes 
of ever seeing the husband and father again, 
concluding that he had drowned himself in 
the Mississippi River, which runs within 
three blocks of the substantial residence 
once occupied by the deceased. This morning, 
however, this theory was effectually done 
away with by friends of the family notifying 
them that William’s body lay dead in the stag- 
nant pond of water which lies near Fourthand 
Clemens streets, directly inthe rear of Paul 
Oehler’s brick yard. A little ten year 
old girl named Elizabeth Becker, while 
on the way to school at 8 o clock this morning, 
saw

floating inthe pool above mentioned. The 
little one immediately informed Herman 
Schoeffel, a grocery man doing business in 
that -locality, of the occurrence, and he, 
with half a dozen others, went 
to the point in questien and 
found that the hand was really that of a hu- 
man being, and closer investigation disclosed 
the fact that it was the hand of Wm. Wenger, 
whose decomposed remains lay buried in the 
water. The crowd removed the 
body from the water and at once 
identified it as that of Wengers 
Ile had evidently made away with himself, as 
the condition of his body and the clothing, 
etc., found upon him bore no evidences of 
foul play. 

His features presented a terribly decom- 
posed appearance, but nevertheless his friends 
were able to recognize him at once from the 
elothing in which he was attired. The man’s 
family also recognized him by the clothing he 
wore. The Coroner was immediate; 
notified, and after holding an inquest rendered 
a verdict in accordance with the above facts, 
The deceased was 

VERY WELL KNOWN 

in the vicinity in which he resided. e was 
fifty-three years of age, and had lived in St. 
Louis for forty-three years of that period, 
during which time he had amassed 
a considerable fortune. He owned a great 
deal of real estate in the vicinity in which he 
resided, besides being the senior partner in 
the Wagon Hub Manufacturing Company 
Works of. William Wenger & Sons, at Min- 
turn, Ark. The son who is 
the manager of the Mintuin 
works has been telegraphed for, and upon his 
arrival arrangements for the funeral ceremo- 
nies will be made.
